:ae country sympathize with the rev- 
olution and are opposed to the present 
government, largely, it IB asserted, oa 
account of the government's eraction 
of taxes and Imposts and other vex- 
atious efforts to rals* monoy. This 
financial stress, coupled with the rev- 
olution, which momentarily becomes 
more threatening—this being espe- 
cially the case in the Venezuelan en- 
tanglement—it is asserted, constitutes 
the strongest reason why Colombia 
can not go to war with Venezuela with 
any hope of success. 


The 
government 
IB holding 
the 


army, which It Is making strenuous 
efforts to pay. and which, with the 
ofScial employes, seems strong enough 
to prolong th« present situation, but 
usable to deal the revolution a crush- 
ing blow. Time will strengthen the 
rebels' position throughout the coun- 
try, but in the isthmus district they 
notably lack, leaders. The government 
owes the 1. 500 troops on the isthmus 
$45.060 in gold in back pay. It is ex- 
pected that the return to the isthmus 
of General AJban, commander-in-chief 
of the Colombian forces, will be at- 
tended with stringent measures and 
forced loans In order to raise moner 
to pay these troops. 


To Attack Colon. 


Kingston. Jamaica. Sept. 9. — The 


royal steamer Para from Colon re- 
"ports rebel activity in the neighbor- 
hood of Panama and Colon. She also 
reports that fighting has taken place 
at Bocas Dal Toro. The government 
of the latter place falling to repulse 
the liberals, the rebels have given no- 
tice of their intention to attack Colon 
within a fortnight. The government is 
continually moving troops to meet the 
rebel advances. Trade continues al- 
most paralyzed.

Veterans Gathering In the Forest City. 


Encampment On. 


Cleveland, Sept 9.—The city of 


Cleveland la la the hands of the vet- 
eran soldiers of the Grand Army. The 
land and naval forces have taken pos- 
session of the Forest City, am* its 
streets are thronged with members 
-and delegates and visiting *traagers- 
In the harbor of the city the training 
ship Tantic of the Michigan naval re- 
serves and the United States gunboat 
Michigan, together with the Hawk, 
the training chip of the Cleveland re- 
serves, are fioatiag. With this fleet 
guarding the harbor and the city al- 
ready well garrtsoaed with thousands 
of veteran nembers, the thirty-fifth 
annual 
encampment of the Grand 


Army has already begun. Tfie plans 
of the executive committee will be 
carried out according to the original 
program, with a possible exception of 
Thursday, the day following thfe grand 
parade. 


Dozen Mangled. 


Jamestown. N. D., Sept. 3. — Five 


men were killed and six others seri- 
ously injured, two of whom have since 
died, in a collision which occurred 
here. A mixed train on the Northern 
Pacific came in from Oakes, carrying 
17 men on a flatcar. As the train 
passed the station a road engine was 
struck and the force of the collision 
caused the fiatear to collapse. The 
names of the dead and injured could 
not be learned. They were harvest 
hands, who had boarded the car at 
Lamoure.

Meeting En*t In a Row. 


Milwaukee, Sept. 9.—After a rtormy 


cession the Bay View meeting broke 
up in a. row. The radical element left 
the hall and th« remaining members, 
net quite half of those in attendance, 
voted to return to work. The question 
of returning to work was debated at 
length and every member had his «ay. 
President Jeseph 0. Redfern ordered 
a secret ballot to be taken. An ap- 
peal was made. 
The appeal was re- j 


ferred to the vice president of the 
lodge, whose duty It is to act in such 
an exigency. The lodge waited 15 
•ainutes and the vie* president tailed 
to take any action on the appeal. 
President Redfern then appointed tell- 
ers and ordered that a secret ballot he 
taken, whereupon the radical elemeat 
left the lodge in a body. The radicals 
slightly outnumbered the conserva- 
tives. Those remaining in lodge thes 
voted unanimously to return to work. 
The result of the meeting will um- 
doubtedlr be a split in the organiza- 
tion of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, J*weJ and Tin Workers In this 
city. 


Anniversary ef Qalveston Horror. 
Galveston. Sept. 9.—The first anni- 


versary of the great storm was appro- 
priately observed la Galveston with 
public memorial services on the baach 
at the foot of Broadway. The services 
were glvea under the auspices of the 
Woman's Health Protective associa- 
tion, and were attended by about 7000 
people. Rev. Henry Cohen, rabbi of 
the Jewish congregation, opened the 
services with prayer. Rev. Arthur 
James Klrwin of St. Mary's cathedral 
delivered aa address, as did also Col- 
onel IL G. Street, and Rev. W. M. Har- 
ris of the Baptist church closed with 
prayer, after which the planting of 
cedars and oleanders on the beach 
followed.

patrons have si;i>i«ed a cog. and I am try- 
ing to nnd out which it is. 


"I've been traveling a good part of th* 


lime for the past 30 years, aaji up to two 
years ago I seldom put up at a hote! 
where I did not Sad a Bibie tucked away 
ia the bureau drawer. But uow the Bibles 
are iuis»ius- 1 never knew until the little 
bbuk$ bevanse au eu&aowa quantity how 
much 1 had com*- to de{«rii«! UJM>IJ them 
as a fauiihar ngure ia. tlie ev«r changing 
hotel life of a man on the r^ad. 


"I doa't take tw my«-"f the creJit of 


having reaj the l*x>k whenever I tuight 
and should have re-aJ it; indeed, 1 fc-ar 
that there are maoy ure<rks at a stretch 
when 1 never io«k<r<J inside it. but some- 
how it gave uie a sort of hooiJike, ccm- 
fortabie feeling to see a copy lying aroond 
iu a strange house, aiid for years my first 
action upon being sbuvru into a room was 
to open the tup drawrr and see if the 
B:b!e was in place. If it was {here, and 
it usually was. I felt kiad of settled for 
the nighi: otherwise I was K>ne»oaje aud 
out of sorts. 
"These Bibles were provided in differ- 


ent way*. In some places they were fur- 
nished by the Tract socie:y. which had 
obtained permission from the proprietor 
to place a Bible in each room of his hotel, 
but in other places the management took 
the initiative as a stroke of business pol- 
icy and saw to it that the books were dis- 
tributed throaghoet the house. 


"Why the Bibles have disappeared 


from the hotels is what is puzzling me. 
Chicago was the first town to abolish 
them. It gave me quite a shock when 1 
stopped at one ef the Michigan avenue, 
hotels one night and failed to find the 
Bible in its accasiomed place,, or any 
other place for that matter. I went 
right down to "he proprietor and made in- 
quiry as to the change. My attitude in 
the matter gave the employees the im- 
pression that I was an evangelist or some 
other kind of itinerant preacher, and their 
subsequent treatment of me afforded the 
other guests no end of amusement and 
myself plenty of. inconvenience, but, there 
is no use talking. I really was lost with- 
out the Bible. 


••Since then Bibles have gradually 


made their exit from the hotels of other 
towns, both large and small. 
1 have 


asked a good many people the cause of 
their absence, but nobody seems equal to 
the job of explaining. Have the hotel 
managers and the Tract society grown 
careless, or do they think that men who 
travel are past redemption and that put- 
ting Bibles in their rooms is a polite and 
op to date way of casting pearls before 
swine? 
Of course there is a possibility 


that they be'ieve us to be so good that 
we don't need Bibles, but even I. with all 
my conceit, am inclined to reject this 
theory."—New 5Cork Sun.

pocket every night and kept his thumb on 
the hammer and his forefinger on the 
trigger as he sought out the most danger- 
ous quarters of the city through which to 
make his way home. If he saw a free 
fight going on. be would deliberately 
walk through the crowd, and he made it 
a point of honor with himself to enter ev- 
ery particularly noisy barroom he came 
to and to interfere whenever he saw one 
man attacking another at a disadvantage. 


He had two or three narrow escapes 


from trouble and saw a good deal of 
bloodletting and other crime, but in the 
course of one winter he succeeded in con- 
quering so thoroughly the quahns which 
had once unnerved him that he has never 
since lost his self command when called 
to face even deadly peril, little as he has 
enjoyed it sometimes.—New York Post.

Of much value was attempted among the 
Cheyeanes in Oklahoma not long ago. An 
Indian ageat wished the schoolboys to 
milk cotrs for him and agreed to give to 
each one who milked for three months a 
nice calf. Fifteen boys started, bot they 
were so ridiculed by the older men of the 
tribe that 12 of them gave it up. Three 
won the calves, and the pride of being 
owners of cattle served as quite an as- 
sistance in getting other Indian children 
to trV. 


After a year 12 boys had won calves, 


and the agent asked them to plow corn 
for him. agreeing to give them all the 
corn they could grow. Ten boys volun- 
teered to crow corn, and they actually 
raised 3.000 bushels, which was sold and 
afterward convr-rted into 35 head of 
steers. Ea<i steer was branded with an 
individual brand chosen by the boy 
owner. 
This made them prouder than ever and 


more industrious. Every boy at tbe 
agency wanted to go to work at once, and 
as a rescit of that experiment the Chey- 
ences are the most industrious fanners 
it *a/ tribe HT, recently on the warpath.

Held the Wounded Chief Ezeeutlre'B 


Chmucc* of 
Recovery Are Much 


Brighter—Mow the Sabbath Day 
and Sight Were Spent— Details of 
the Critical Operation—Prayers and 
Expressions of Sympathy. 


Buffalo, Sept. 9.—President McKin- 


ler rested well during the night after 
a day that showed not one unfavor- 
able symptom, bis condition causing 
close friends to express confidence as 
to the outcome. The encouraging na- 
ture of the bulletins issued during the 
Sabbath day and evening cheered the 
people of the nation and stimulated 
hope for the ultimate recovery of the 
nation's chief executive. 
But the 


president is by no means out of 
danger. 
Not one of his physicians, 


not one of his advisers who is admit- 
ted to the inner councils, has the 
temerity to go so far as to declare 
tbat he is. But if he continues to im- 
prove for one more day the danger of 
peritonitis, which is moat dreaded, 
•will have practically disappeared. One 
of the doctors thought 48 hours would 
be the limit of the danger from that 
source, but his more conservative col- 
leagues believe at least 24 hours, pos- 
sibly 36 from this time, must elapse 
before the 


Possibility of Peritonitis 


shall have vanished. 
That disposed 


of, still other complications may arise. 
Blood poisoning might set in or an 
abscess form where the bullet is Im- 
bedded in the muscles of the back- 


Thus tar the ball of the assassin, 


•crhich is still in the body, gives the 
physicians no anxiety. But if the 
slightest inflammation appears in the 
region of the lead it will be immedi- 
ately extracted. No difficulty is antic- 
ipated in this regard. One of Edison's 
best x-ray machines and his most 
skillful and trusted operator. Dr. H. 
A. Knolls, has arrived. With it the 
physicians say there is not the slight- 
est doubt that the ball can be located 
perfectly for an operation. They do 
not deem it advisable to sap any of 
tlie president's strength at this time. 
All his reserve force is needed now to 
resist the danger of peritonitis and 
septic poisoning. Besides, if inflam- 
mation does not set in around the. 
buliet it will soon become encjJted. 
All the effects of the ether-which-was 
administered when the operation was 
performed, on the exposition grounds, 
had disappeared, and the president's 
mind was perfectly clear during the 
time he was awake. 


Sunday for the first time he enjoyed 


natural sleep. Also for the first lime 
nourishment wae administered. It was 
in liquid form and was injected hypo- 
dennieally to avoid the necessity of 
irritating the 


Walls of the Stomach. 


The exterior wound was dressed and 
is progressing satisfactorily. 


Vice President Roosevelt, after go- 


ing to church, hurried to the resi- 
dence. There he was joined by Sena- 
tor Hanna. They came away together 
and gave expression to the most con- 
fident and encouraging sentiments. 
The vice president not only shared the 
cheerful feeling, but was extremely 
optimistic. 


All the members of the cabinet are 


now here except Secretaries Hay and 
Long. The former telegraphed that 
he would start from Xewberry prob- 
ably in time to be here Monday night. 
Secretary Long also telegraphed that 
he was coming. The cabinet officers

Meet Any Emergency. 


They are holding no fOiinal meetings, 
although there are some matters of 
public business which they daily dis- 
cuss informally, and the possible con- 
tingencies should the president grow 
worse are also thoroughly canvassed. 
They do not believe that there is the 
most remote possibility that Vice 
President Roosevelt will be called oil 
to exercise the functions of chief mag- 
istrate under the disability clause of 
the constitution while the president 
lives. 


Vice President Roosevelt would not 


hear of sach a course. Still, in the 
event of grave international complica- 
tions, an emergency might occur, and 
the question has arisen in their minds 
as to who sfcouM proclaim tho disabil- 
ity provided for by tbe constitution. 
That instrument Is silent on the sub- 
ject. There is no precr<Ient to follow. 
During the protracted iilness of Presi- 
dent Garfield before his death. Vice 
President Arthur was not called upon 
to act. 


Mrs. McKinley Bears Up Bravely. 
Mrs. 
McKinley continues to bear up 


bravely, and her fortitude under the 
circumstances is regarded as remark- 
able. One of her dearest and closest 
friends. Mrs. Rand of Washington, has 
arrived here and will probably remain 
with her during this trying period. 


Abner McKinley, brother of the 


president, reached here early Monday 
morniag. He was admitted to tbe 
house at o*c«.

Was the Operation, and Performed 


With Rare Skill. 


Buffalo, Sept. 9.—The full details of 


the operation upon the president here- 
tofore have not been known. It was 
performed by Dr. Matthew D. Mann 
His ttrst assistant was Or. Herman 
Mynter. His second assistant was Dr. 
John Parmeuter. His third assistant 
was Dr. Lee of St. Louis, who hap- 
pened to be on the exposition grounds 
at the time of the tragedy. Dr. Nel- 
son W. Wilson noted the time of the 
operation and took the notes. Dr. Eu- 
gene \Vasdin gave the anaesthetic. Dr. 
Rixey arrived at the latter part of the 
operation and held the light. Dr. Park 
arrived at the close of the operation. 
It was Dr. Maun who wleided the 
knife. 


The operation lasted almost an 


hour. 
A cut about five inches long 


was made. It was found necessary to 
turn up the stomach of the president 
in order to trace rio course of the 
bullet. The bullet's ooeuiug in the 
front wall of the stomacu was small, 
and it was carefully closed with su- 
tures, after which t. seaicsi was made 
for the hole in the back wail of the 
stomach. This hole, where the buliet 
went out of the stomach, was larger 
than the hole in the from wall of the 
stomach; in fact, it r.-as a wound over 
an inch in diameter, jagged and rag- 
ged. It was sewed up in ihre&~«ayers. 
This wound was larger than the 
wound where the bullet entered the 
stomach because the bullet, in its 
course, forced tissues through ahead 
of it 


In turning up the stocach, an act 


that was absolutely necessary, per- 
formed by Dr. Mann with rare skill, 
the danger was that some of the con- 
tents of the stomach might go into 
the abdominal cavity, and as a result 
cause peritonitis. It so happened that 
there was very little in the president's 
stomach at the tim - of the operation, 
Moreover, subsequent developments 
tend to show that this feature of the 
operation was grandly successful and 
that none of the contents of the stom- 
ach entered the abdominal cavity. 


In this connection, it is of Interest 


that some experienced surgeons do 
not mind the temperature at all noting 
the bulletins of the president's condi- 
tion, but say that so long as the pulse 
is in the proper relation to the tem- 
perature in a big operation like this, 
it is very common for the tempera- 
ture of a man to remain around 102 
or even lOz. But if the temperature 
had dropped and the pulse had accel- 
erated, it would have been a danger 
signal of periEonitis having set in. 


' Foraker's Comment. 


Cincinnati. Sept. 9.—Joseph B. For- 


aker returned home from New York 
and Washington. He first heard the 
news of the attempted assassination 
at Charlo'ttesville. In commenting on 
the awful affair he said: "It would 
have been bad enough if the assassin 
had attempted the life of only McKin- 
ley, but he was not striking at the 
man so much as at the president of 
the United States. McKinley's whole 
life has been without fault. This ought 
to have been a safe protection for him 
while in their midst and wou._ have 
been if the anarchist were anything 
but what h^ is. They are opposed to 
all law and order and are ready to 
murder even such a maa as McKinley 
if the notion occurs to them. TThat 
the remedy is can not be so easily 
stated, but it must be found." 


Prayers For the President. 


Xew York, Sept. 9.—Not a church 


service was held in Xew York city or 
its environments Sunday at •srhi 
prayers were not offered for the recov- 
ery of President McKinley. And cou- 
pled with these supplications was a 
strong undercurrent of thanksgiving 
that the tone of the dispatches from 
Buffalo were of an encouraging char- 
act»r.

A Fierce Storm Sweeps Lake Huron. 


Crews Reecued. 


Washington. Sept. 9.—Dispatches 


received by the life-«*,Tin» service la- 
dicate that a very serious storm raged 
on Lake Huron.

The dispatch 
adsd that the steamer Quito also 
stranded, but released herself, and 
that no lives were lost At Other 
points a similar story im told. 


Lynching Averted. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 9.—A mob form-

in-law. Elias Burns. Sheriff Hudson 
of Warwick county telegraphed Gov- 
ernor Durbln for an EvaosTille com- 
pany of national guard to protect the 
prisoner, but before the governor, who 
was in Anderson, could be reached, 
the mob had entered the town. The 
sheriff then appealed to the citizens 
of Booneville. who responded, heavily 
armed with revolvers and shotguns, 
and escorted the authorities with their 
prisoner to the train, where a coach 
was boarded and Wheeler gotten safe- 
ly away to Evansville. In the mean- 
time the mob was dispersed. Wheeler 
shot Burns four times, thea seized ao 
ax and decapitated him. Later he 
fled to & woods and attempted suicide. 


Fierce Forest Fires.
